Mr.  Chairman,  Indies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  19 6A. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  for  mid  196A 
stando  at  5,700  an  increase  of  AO  on  last  year’s  figures. 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  births  during  the  year  is  9A  that 
is  51  males  and  A3  females.  This  represents  an  increase  of  3 on  the  previous 
year’s  figures  when  91  births  (52  males  and  39  females)  were  registered.  The 
number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  8A  (36  males,  A8  females)  and 
this  figure  shows  a decrease  of  (A)  on  that  for  the  previous  year.  There  were 
2 still  births  during  tho  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  12  representing  1A.  3^  of 
all  deaths,  and  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and.  bronchus  was  classed  as  being 
responsible  for  A deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  20.0  for  England  and  Wales  is  again 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  Country. 

A total  of  only  3 notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  notifications  recorded  during  1963),  made  up  as  follows 
Measles  1,  Whooping  Cough  2. 

These  notifications  apart,  the  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases 
was  relatively  minor,  but  happenings  in  other  parts  of  the  Country  in  19 6A 
have  emphasized  the  great  need  for  constant  vigilance.  The  inspection  of 
food  handling  processes  and  the  need  for  education  in  food  hygiene  are  of 
paramount  importance. 

During  196A  I am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  received 
no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district,  particularly  gratifying 
as  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  Epidemic  certainly  brought  the  seriousness  of  this  type 
of  illness  to  everyone s notice. 

The  Report  of  the  Milne  Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  circumstances  of 
the  outbreak  of  typhoid  in  Aberdeen  has  now  been  published  and  several  interesting 
points  were  highlighted  of  particular  interest  to  all  workers  in  the  field  of 
public  health. 

Local  Authority  services  emerged  relatively  unscathed  although 
more  attention  to  food  hygiene  education  to  organisations  as  well  as  food  workers 
themselves  was  stressed. 

One  of  the  main  oriticisms  was  of  the  way  cooked  meat  products 
including  pies  axe  handled  at  the  retailers  and  several  recommendations  have 
been  put  forward  by  the  Committee,  two  which  are  of  special  interest  to  all 
Local  Authorities 

(a)  That  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  should  be  altered  so 

that  cooked  meats  when  exposed  for  sale  or  stored  prior 

to  sale  must  be  kept  at  a temperature  of  AD  F or  below. 

(This  means  the  compulsozy  use  of  refrigerated  or  chilled 
display  and  storage  cabinets). 
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( b)  That  a.  Ca&a.  of  praotice'should-  be  'issued • to 'all'  retailers 
on  how  to  store,  handle  and  sell  all  cooked  neats. 

„ , fs  hoTpQci  that  this  alteration  to  the  Regulations  and  the  New 

Code  of  Practice  will  be  issued  in  the  very  near  future. 

I have  once  again  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  to  the  General  Practitioners,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and 

assistance,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts 
during  the  year,

Bhe  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  one.  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the 
other,  continued  to  operate  throughout . the  year.  The  Scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact 
with  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberoulosis  and  the  County  Council  -Sqhetfe  is  for 
school  oliildren  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  BPfdNIS  ATICN 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  district  during 
the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.,  J.B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer 
who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria  Immunisations 
oarried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district. 

Record  cards  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  children 
immunised  during  that  year. 

Primary  Immunisations  - 20^ 

Booster  Injections  - 33 

This  gives  an  increase  of  14  primary  immunisations  and  17  booster 
injections  as  compared  with  last  year’s  figures. 

The  number  of  children  receiving  booster  injections  for  diphtheria 
immunisation  is  again  very  disappointing.  It  is  hoped  every  effort  will  be 
maae  to  persuade  the  parents  to  bring  their  children  for  these  very  necessary 
injections. 

POUOMYEUTIS  AND  POIIQMYEUTIS  VACCINATION 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
case  of  poliomyelitis  ooourred  in  t,he  district  during"  the  year,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continued  to  bring  their 
children  for  immunisation, 

HvMJNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is 
availeble  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injeotions  are  given  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic,  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are  given 
after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed.

Gases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby  (Telephone  Derby  47866), 
and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  to  Walton 
Sanatorium,  Chesterfield. 

All  admission  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
including  Tuberculosis,  are  notified  jjo  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

All  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  connection  with  milk,  water,  food 
supplies  and  infectious  disease  are  carried  out  at  the -Public  Health  Laboratory 
(Medical  Research  Council)  121a  Osmasfon  Road,  Derby  (Telephone  Derby  45597). 

Specimens  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded  direct  to 
the  Laboratory  and  the  results  are  not  communicated  to  this  department  except 
when  a positive  results  leads  to  notification  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Regulations.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  new  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  which  oame  into  force  in 
October,  19^3,  are  now  being  fully  implemented.  Although  additional  time  is 
involved  at  the  Slaughterhouses,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  with  the  oo-operation 
of  the  local  meat  trade  the  meat  Inspection  service  is  functioning  very  satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  evidence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  found  in 
oattle  passing  through  the  town  slaughterhouses  and  the  quality  of  the  meat 
remained  at  a high  standard. 

The  Offices, Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19&3  became  operative 
on  the  1st  August,  19 64,  but  in  spite  of  the  national  publicity  campaign  there 
was  a poor  response  by  occupiers  of  premises  liable  for  registaation.  A preliminary 
survey  of  premises  was  carried  out  and  detailed  inspections  will  be  commenced  as 
and  when  priorities  in  the  Department  permit. 

The  10  year  Housing  Slum  Clearance  Programme  has  one  more  year  to  run 
but  there  still  remains  a "hardcore 51  of  families  who  cannot  be  suitably  rehoused. 
During  the  year  6 houses  were  demolished  and  6 houses  were  closed. 

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  Improvement  Grant  Applications 
but  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  over  half  of  the  total  properties  improved  were 
tenanted  houses. 

Following  the  introduction  of  the  Public  Lavatories  (Turnstiles)  Act, 

I963,  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the  turnstiles  from  the  Union  Street  and  King  Edward 
Street  Public  Conveniences,  and  replacement  by  coin  locks  was  carried  out, 

I have  pleasure  in  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

A combined  total  of  fourteen  applications  were  received  compared  with 
fifteen  in  1963.

The  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  is  the  Derbys hire  County  Council  and 
the  County  Analyst  J.  Markland,  Esq.,  B.Sc.  ,F.R.  I.C.  has  ki idly  supplied  the 
following  report  on  samples  taken  in  the  Urban  District.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for  the 
town,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards-  Engineer  and  General  Manager, 

South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  his  observations  which  are  given  below  : - 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory,  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water.  A total 
of  52  'one in  riological,  4 chemical  and  47  partial  chemical  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year  both  at  the  works  and  from  various  points 
in  the  Urban  District.  Of  the  52  bacteriological  samples,  3 indicate 
the  presence  of  coliforms  and  of  these,  2 were  treated  waters  in 
supply.  Further  check  samples  indicated  coliform-free  waters. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  three  s purees  and  the 
analysis  of  a typical  blend  is  enclosed.  The  three  sources  and 
their  fluoride  contents  are  as  follows
